I'o amend the Laws ivhich regulate the Levy 
and Application of Church Rates in Ireland. 



W l]) ^ lU 2 E 3 ^ an Act was passed in tlie seventh year of 
the reign of His present Majesty, to consolidate and 
amend tlie Laws which regulate the Levy and iV[)plication of Church 
Rates and Parisli Cesses, and the Election of Clmrchwardens, and 
the Maintenance of Parish Clerks, in Ireland: 

And whereas it is expedient to amend the same, and to relieve the 
occupying Tenants of Land xwli'eland from the burthen of Church 
Rates in certain cases; IBCS it tScitfort (JEnacteb by The KING’S 
most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
10 the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the authority of the same, THAT 
from and after the every person who shall 

let set or demise any lands houses or tenements in Ireland, at 
a rack rent, shall make such lease free from tlie payment of 
15 Church Rates and Parish Rates, raised under and by virtue of the 
hereinbefore recited Act ; and in such case it shall and may be lawful 
for the lessee or occupier of such land, and every such lessee and 
occupier is hereby authorized and required to pay the amount of 
such Church and Parish Rates as aforesaid, as shall be due from time 
20 to time in respect of the lands, houses or tenements demised by such 
lease to the person or persons authorized and employed to collect 
such rates ; and it shall be lawful for such lessee or occupier of such 
land to deduct the amount of all such payments from time to time, 
out of the amount of rent payable by such lessee or occupier of such 
25 land to his immediate landlord, and the receipt or acquittance of 
such collector as aforesaid having received such rales, which receipt 
such collector is hereby required to give whenever the same may be 
demanded, shall be a good and sufficient discharge to the lessee or 
35 ®- occupier 
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occupier of such land, for so much of the rent payable by such 
lessee or occupier to such landlord, as the sum specified in sucli 
receipt to be the proportions of such Church Rates or Parish Rato 
paid by such lessee or occupier shall amount nntoj and every 
such landlord shall accept such receipt in payment of so mucli 5 
of the rent payable by such lessee and occupier to him ; Provided 
always, That the receipt of such landlord for the sum which 
shall remain due for .such rent, after deducting the amount of 
the rates specified in the receipt of such collector, shall be taken 
and received by such tenant, the said tenant retaining the receipt of lo 
such collectors as a fnli discharge for the whole amount of rent due : 
Provided also, That no deductions on account of Church or Parish 
Rates under this or the hereinbefore recited Act, shall be held to be 
a discharge of any portion of any gale, half yearly or quarterly, or 
other payment of rent due by such lessee or occupier, so as to pre- 15 
judice the right of such landlord to recover the possession of such 
land, house or tenement by ejectment for non-payment of the rent 
thereof, in any case where the remaining portion of such gale shall 
be unpaid, but that it shall and maybe lawful for such landlord to 
proceed for the recovery of such land by ejectment, as effectually as 20 
if the entire gale, or quarterly or other payment of rent out of which 
such deduction is hereby allowed, had remained wliolly due and 
unpaid to such landlord. 

And be it further Enacted, That no vestry or muciting of liie 
inhabitants at vestry, of or for any pariah, chapelry or union of 2 '^ 
parishes, Shall be holden for the purpose of the-erectiirg or building 
of any new Church or Chapel, unless public notice of holding the 
said vestry, and of the special purpose for which it is called, shall 
have been given before the suit! vestry is 

hokleu, such notices to be given in mode and form prescrii)ed under 0^0 
the hereinbefore recited Act, a copy of such “notice being inserted 
times £tt the least in one of tlie pxiblic newspapers 
circulating within the coimty wherein “snoh vestry is proposed to 
be held. 

And be it further Enacted, That at any time witliin 3^ 

after the first service of such notices, it shall and may bo 
lawful to and for any or more landholders within 

such parish, being ownersur occupiers df ac’res of land 

at the least, to appeal against such notices to the Lord Lieutenant 
Of other Chief Governor or Governors df Ir-eland tn Council, and 40 
such appeal, together with the grounds and reasons thereof in writing, 
shall be lodged with the clerk df'the Privy Cotnicil ^ and in all cases 
of such appeal, notice of such appeal shall be insefted by or on behalf 
of the parties appellant in tUO 'DuUm Ga;:t'«e.oncc in two succes'sivc 

weeks 
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weeks after snHi appeal shall have inni [(jdgeil witli (he clerk of (he 
Council as ulorcsaul. 

Ami ht' it further Knacted, 'I lia! It shall ami may he lawful fnrthc 
T.oial T.iculenaul nr other Chief Cnvermir nr Covermirs of Irc/mul, 
Tj bv ami with the advice and consent of His Majesly’s Privy Cuuiicll 
in to hear and determine such ajipeal ; ami lliat it shall 

not ho lawful for any vestry to proceed to the crectinii: or Imilding 
of any now Clunadi or Clui[)cl in any caso whero smdi appeal sliall 
have been lodged, without the consent, of the Lonl laontiaiant or 
10 other Chief Governor or (.jovornors in Council, first obtained. 

And lie it further Enacted, That it shall not he lawful to and ibr 
any inemhcr of such vestry who shall have attended any vestry for 
the Imilding or repairing of any such Parish Ciuireh or Chapel, to 
hecome a contractor for the exocution of such Imihling or rcjiairing, 
j g or any part thereof, so ordc'rod at any such vestry ; ami that any such 
coutraclor, or any person henoficially intere.-ted in the execution of 
any sncli works or repairs, shall 1)0 and hcrohy is incapacitated from 
acting (}!' voting as a vestryman, so far as relates to such works in 
which lie shall liavo any heiieneiul interest as aforesaid. 
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
